be available to complete the licensing process, so please 
bring enough cash or two checks if you wish to obtain your 
pet's rabies shot and license your dog at the same time. 


The second half of the new graphic plate issue began January 4. 
All non-passenger plates and decals must be obtained from 
either Concord or substations. HANDICAP PLATES WILL BE 
ISSUED FROM CONCORD ONLY. Holders of Handicap plates will 
receive, by mail from the Concord office, affidavits that 
must be returned with the renewal permit obtained from the 
Town Clerk. If renewing any plate by mail, the renewal permit 
and check must be mailed no later than the 10th of the month 
in order to guarantee receipt of the new plate(s) by the end 
of the month. While trailers, tractors, commercial, veteran 
plates, etc. cannot be renewed this year through the Municipal 
Agent, we received permission to handle the following 
passenger plate transactions: renewals, transfers and new 
registrations. Accordingly, if you wish to pay the Municipal 
Agent fee of $2.00, these transactions can be completed 

at the Town Clerk's office. Twenty-day plates also are 
available through the Municipal Agent. 


The response to the vehicle renewal reminder letters continues 
to be positive.

STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July, 1986 and June, 1987, we experienced fewer 
fires than normal. The three leading causes of forest fires 
were again children, fire kindled without written permission 
of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for 
more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the 
responsibility of State Forestry officials. Our state has 
excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance 
is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber 
harvest tax law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, 
or Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber 
tax payment starting April 1, 1986. Tnis is a change in the 
Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners.

The two alternates are 
Rollin Johnson and Arleen Gertsen. 


The first meeting of the Commission was held April 29, where 
the following officers were elected: Natalie Lourie - Chairman, 
Andrew Hubbard - Vice Chairman and John Mensch - Secretary. 


The Commission meets for regular session on the second 
Wednesday of each month at 7:30 PM at Town Hall. During 

the past year, the Commission held 9 such regular meetings, 
along with 4 work sessions and 1 site review. The Commission 
received 13 applications for work to be done on various houses 
in the Historic Districts. Ten of these have been approved, 

1 withdrawn pending changes and two pending additional 
information. 


The Commission had scheduled 2 public hearings regarding 
applications which the Commission felt were of a nature that 
would require the notification of abutters. One of these 
was cancelled when the application was withdrawn pending 
changes. 


The Commission received 2 monetary donations from concerned 
citizens. Arleen Gertsen was elected as Trustee of Funds. 
As of the end of 1987, the Commission was able to reimburse 
the Town for all costs incurred during the year.
